THK TOR1KS DUMBFOUNDED 


By the Besult ol the Late County Coun- 


cil Elections In London. 


LONDON, March 7.—The county coun- 


cil elections Saturday were disastrous 
to the tories, who had been building- 
on the hope of recovering from their 
defeat three years ago. Although the 
results are not yet known in detail, it 
is certain that the progressives will 
have a majority of about two to one in 
the council. In the old council the 
progressives had 70 elective members 
against the 
independents 48, while 


they now claim to have elected 70 to 80. 
Lord Roseberry and John Burns are 
returned by enormous majorities. 


The tories are dumbfounded by the 


completeness of their defeat, as they 
have held that the election of three 
years ago went rather by default, aa 
they were mislead by their certainty 
of success into abstaining from strenu- 
ous efforts. Ever since the council 
showed its inclination toward mnnlci- 
palization of tramways, gas and water 
works owned by private companies, 
and toward the favorite 
socinlistn 


scheme of getting the most taxes out 
of the biggest landlords, preparation* 
have been making among the tories to 
change its compleion at this election. 
They could hardly have suffered there- 
fore a move complete Waterloo than 
that of Saturday.

Murdor ana Suicide the Popular Craze 
la Washing-ton. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Wife mur- 


dor and suicide is becoming the popu- 
lar cra/.e in Washington. On Sunday 
night, .January SI last, Howard J. 
SchlieUlIT, to all appearances wilfully 
and maliciously shot and killed his 
wife anil her brother Frank Hamllnk, 
while tlu-.v wore on their was to ohuroh. 
The cause of tho deed was that Mrs. 
Schneider refused to live with her hus- 
band on account of his bad conduct. 
Ills trial is set for to-day. 


Following this tragedy a saloon 


keeper named "Roddy" White, while 
intoxicated, shot his wife through the 
lungs, and sho died from the wound 
yesterday morning. 


About 1:15 p. in. yesterday 1'ernleigh 


I. Montague, an English artist, age( 
07 years, und living at B15 Fourth 
street, northeast, shot and instantly 
killed his wife, Emusta Montague, 81 
years of age. lie then shot himself ir 
the 
mouth, dying 
Instantly. 
The 


cause of the deed can not be definite!; 
learned, as the parties lived alone, but 
it Is attributed to despondency and 
desire on tho part of both to end the 
struggle for existence. 


Meagre information of tho history oi 


Montague and his wife was obtained 
from Mr. Charles Moore, private secre- 
tary to Senator McMillin. About a 
year ago the senator bought a painting 
of Montague, not because of any par- 
ticular excellence of the picture, but to 
aid a struggling artist. 


Throe or four weeks ago Montague 


asked permission to hang two of his 
paintings in tho room of the sonata 
committee on the District of Columbia, 
of which committee Senator McMillin 
is chairman. The request was granted 
and tho paintings wore inspected by a 
number of senators, but they were 
evidently not fancied as neither waa 
purchased. Ono painting was an En- 
glish scene inear the home of Words- 
worth, and tho other wns a scene 
which is described as having tho ap- 
pearance of a snowstorm on tho Fourth 
of July. 


Mrs 
Montague, tho artist's wife, 


camo to the committee-room ono day 
last week to look after tho paintings 
and sho was asked to have them re- 
moved, as there was no likelihood of 
thorn being sold. 
This sho did, saying 


at tho time that her husband was not 
well. 


Mr. Moore said that sho appeared to 


be very bright on tho occasions shs 
called, but her 
husband 
appeared 


morose and despondent and scorned to 
be In poor circumstances. 


Another fatality occurred here yes- 


terday. Paul Cullen, a white boy, 14 
years' of age, living at 418 Maryland 
avenue, southwett, was run over and

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 7.—Fre- 


mont R. Knight, the wealthy Indian- 
apolis Iron manufacturer who was ar- 
rested here last 
Friday, 
upon the 


charge of insanity preferred by Ovid 
I!. Wallace, nephew of Oen. Lew Wal- 
lace and son of tho late Postmaster 
Vm. Wallace, of Indianapolis, claims 
10 is the lictlrn of a faithless friend 
and is highly indignant at the charge 
of lunacy which has been preferred 
against him. He will have a hearing 
jefore the county judge this morning. 


Mr. Knight says that having busi- 


ness to transact In San Antonio that 
•equired his personal attention he se- 
ectcd O. B. Wallace, who was a per- 
sonal friend of tho family, to accom- 
pany him here. 
As he (Knight) was 


,n invalid Wallace took charge of the 
funds. 
"Wo went to New York," said 


Mr. Knight, "and immediately upon 
leaving th-re Wallace began .1 course 
of conduct I did not approve 
When 


\ve reached San Antonio I told him I 
was too much disgusted to stand it 
any longer. He became abusive and 
lifted a chair to strike me, when Mr. 
Deutchman separated us. 
He then 


said, 'I can prove you are crazy ' Sick 
as I was I could not stand any such in- 
sult, and I knocked him down. Then 
he went to tho county I'urk's office 
and made affidavit that I had assaulted 
him and demanded my confinement" 


His statements were corroborated by 


Selig Deutsehman and John Lousta- 
nau. Regarding the certificates from 
Indianapolis and New York doctors 
which Wallace gave to the county 
clerk to prove Knight's insanity, the 
latter said they were made at tho time 
hiseervous system was almost shat-

coat 
She turned white, half rose from 


her seat and then sank back on her 
son's shoulder. The coachman drove 
on with all speed,shouting to the police 
on tho drive and pointing toward the 
man, 
who hurried off through the 


crowd. 
.Several arrests were made 


within a few minutes, but with what 
results can not be ascertained. Tho 
bundle consisted of & metal receptacle 
containing fluid not yet analyzed and 
covered -with loose black cloth.

117,442; pnbllo 
building at Eastport, Me , 10,971; capitol build- 
Ing, 80,000; furniture Washington city post of- 
nee, 110,000. The bill waa passed. 
Mr. Hatch (Mo.) then called up tho bill mak- 


ing appropriations to supply deficiencies in the 
agricultural department appropriations. Tbo 
bill recommended 11(0,000 to carry into effect 
the meat inspection law and $10,000 for experi- 
ments with sugar 


After considerable discussion the bill was

A Ruined and Discouraged drain Oper- 
ator End* Hla Life. 


CHICAGO, 
March 
7.—James 
W. 


Powers, a former board of trade oper- 
ator, who lost a fc rtune in the wheat 
pit, is thought tohave committed suicide. 
Sir. Powers disappeared from his home 
on Twenty-first street near Blue Island 
avenue, on February 3. He went to 
the Grand Pacific hotel the afternoon 
of that clay and left what money he 
had, about f75, with one of tho clerks. 
Ho then sat down and wrote a letter to 
his wife tolling her that she would 
never see him again. He recounted his 
misfortunes and said that as he was un- 
able to obtain employment and was 
only a burden to his friends he had de- 
termined to throw himself into Lake 
Michigan. 


The missing man is 05 years old. He 


had lived in Chicago since 1878. During 
the war he conducted a large hotel in 
Philadelphia and speculated in various 
ways, accumulating a fortune esti- 
mated at over 8200,000. Coming to Chi- 
cago ho bought a membership on tho 
board of trade and speculated heavily. 
He was a plunger, and fortune favored 
him for a time; but reverses finally 
came. His wealth 
rapidly slipped 


away, and in 1884 he found himself a 
poor man, with no more money on 
which to operate. 


A daughter of the missing man was 


a wife of Dr. Smith, a prominent Phila- 
delphia physician, who died iu this city 
about ft week. ago. The friends of Mr. 
Powers have made a diligent search 
or him. aud are confident that he has 
arried out his plans and ended his 
ife.

ers Ballard and Knopps, living neai 
this city engaged in a fight Saturday 
n which Knopps was killed. They 
lave been on bad terras for a long time, 
BfcUard accusing Knopps of being too 
attentive to his wife. Kuopps started 
lor Mallard's with his gun, but Ballard 
saw him coming and secured a rifle. 
They fired at the same time, Knopps 
falling.

fired again, but without effect, and in 
return received two more shots as he 
lay.

WASHIHOTON, March 7.—Tariff, rec- 


iprocity and silver are each and all 
likely to be brought Into discussion in 
the senate during this week. 
Mr. 


Voorhees has signified an Intention of 
calling up Mr. Halo's reciprocity reso- 
lution for the purpose of addressing 
the senate upon it; Mr. Aldrich is un- 
derstood to l>e ready to report the re- 
sult of the investigations that have 
been conducted by the subcommittee 
of the committee on finance into the 
workings of the tariff, and Mr. Dolph 
has given notice cf an intention to 
speak upon Mr. Stanford's bill to pro- 
vide a sound circulating medium with 
special reference to its bearing upon 
the agricultural interests. The pure 
food bill Is still tho continuing order 
after the morning hour. 


The programme in the house for tho 


week will embrace tho preliminary do- 
bate on the two vital economic ques- 
tions of the day—silver and tariff. To- 
day the resolution from tho committee 
on rules for a day to consider the silver 
Bill will be in order. It is generally 
expected that the resolution will be 
passed, as Uie silver men estimate their 
maximum democratic strength at 80 
votes, and several republicans are count- 
ed with the anti-silver wing. It is not 
expected that the whole day will be de- 
cupled in the discussion, and it is prob- 
able that some general legislation will 
be accomplished, this being suspension 
day. To-morrow (Tuesday) the open- 
Ing skirmish on the tariff question will 
occur. This discussion will not he con- 
fined to the three bills reported from 
the ways and means committee (wool, 
binding 
twine 
and 
cotton 
ties), 


but a wide latitude will be given 
the debate, 
and members will be 


allowed to discuss any phase of the 
tariff. It Is understood that the de- 
bate will be closed by Mr. McMillin 
(owing to Mr. Springer's illness), and 
that the time will first be accorded to 
the members of the ways and means 
committee in the order of their com- 
mittee assignment. While no one can 
state with certainty the length of the 
discussion, it is generally believed that 
the entire week will be consumed. 
Should this not occur, tho sundry civil 
or the army appropriation bill will 
probably be considered. 


The Moderate Utterances of the Mora

The Vorwaerts Denounced. 


BERLIN, March 
7.—The 
internal 


strife whii'i has threatened the disin- 
tegration of the 
social democratic 


party ever since the expiration of the 
repressive laws, has been brought to 
general attention again by the inflam- 
matory utterances of the extreme 
wing since the Berlin riots. During 
the riots the Vorwaerts, tho mouth- 
piece of the party's central committee, 
exhorted all .social democrats to ab- 
stain from even the appearance of par- 
ticipation. It spoke of the rioters as a 
gang and its riffraff.

It ie evident from tbe Kan- 
kakee episode that Reed is a dangerous 
lunatic and that be will have to be kept 
in close confinement.

m SHOOT THREE DEPUTY SHERIFFS. 


Whites and Blacks Arming, and t 


Bloody Race War Imminent—1,100 


Troops Under Arms—Many 


Negroes Arrested. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn'., March C.-Trouble 


has been brewing for some time be- 
tween tho whites and blacks m the 
lower quarter of the city, and last 
night's attack on three deputy sheriffs 
by a mob of negroes threatens to bring 
matters to a crisis, and bring a raeo 
war that will culminate in 
serious 


bloodshed. The trouble was precipi- 
tated by an attempt to arrest Will 
Stewart, a negro desperado for whom 
Judg-e Dubose had issued a bench war- 
rant 
Deputy Sheriffs Charles Cole, 


Robert,

found Stewart obout midnight in Cal- 
vin McDowell's ffrocery store, at the 
corner of Mississippi and Walker aven- 
ues, surrounded by a crowd of friends. 
The negroes had been expecting tho 
raid and were armed with Winchesters 
and shotguns. 


At the appearance of the officers the 


negroes opened fire and thc threo offi- 
cers fell, all badly wounded. They re- 
turned the fire, but none of the negroes 
were hurt. A posse of deputy sheriffs, 
who had been searching for Stewart, 
and who were in the immediate vicini- 
ty, came to the rescue, and fifteen of 
the blacks were placed under arrest. 


The shooting caused the greatest ex- 


citement in the neighborhood and fif- 
teen minutes after the first shot was 
fired, every white man was armed with 
n Winchester 


Thc wounded men, all of whom were 


at first thought to be fatally shot, were 
taken to the hospital, and were still 
alive to-uijtht 
Officer Cole is in a 


dangerous condition, however, and will 
hardly survive. The others, it is now 
believed, will recover. 


The police placed fourteen more ne- 


groes under arrest to-day, charged 
with complicity in the shooting. If 
Officer Coli) should die, further trouble 
is expected, as the whites living in tho 
vicinity of the shooting are thirsting 
for revenge. 


Tho Excitement Increasing. 


MKMPIIIS, Tenn., March 0.—The ex- 


citement over the shooting of the three 
officers by negroes lust uightds increas- 
ing. The air is thick with rumors nf a 
race conflict. 
Groups of excited white 


men gathered on the streets to-day to 
discuss the situation, l.afe this after- 
noon a meeting of citi'/.ens was held in 
the courthouse to decide upon a plan of 
action.

The negroes in that section of the 
city ate all armed, and they are mak- 
ing open threats of applying tin- torch. 


The police uud deputy sheriffs are 


arresting every suspicious character to 
be 
found, 
over forty having been 


lodged in jail since noon. Thc Chicka- 
saw guards, Ilihernia. rifles Kouzier 
/.ouaves and tho JilufV City artillery, 
numbering 1,100 soldiers, aic resting 
on their arms, ready to respond to the 
cnll of thc sheriff. 
Thc negroes are 


filling up on whisky and an outbreak is 
feared 'lefore morning. 


Four shotguns and a lot of pistols 


and knives, which were taken from the 
negro prisoners arc in the hands of the 
police. Tom Moss and \Vill Uitrgs, two 
of the ineiters of the riot, are letter 
carriers. 
If Deputy Sherifl; Cole had 


died this morning, as it was reported, 
the entire party would liave been taken 
from the jail and mobbed. ;is 'prepara- 
tions were made and the intention was 
not changed until it was found that 
Cole was alive. 


It wns reported to-night that the ne-

and that a preacher was advising them 
to deliver their brothers fiom the jail, 
but ofileers faiied to lind any founda- 
tion for the rumor.
